SIR, 


Marched this morning towards Shaftsbury, in my way 
[found a party of. Clab-men gathered together, abour! 
wo miles on this ſide ofthe Town towards-you,and one 
Mr. Newman in the head of them , who was one of thoſe - 
bat did attend you at Dorcheſter with Mr. Hells. I ſentto 
dem ro know the cauſe of their meeting ;, Mr.  Newmaz; 
ime rome, androldmerhar the Clubmen in Dorſtr and. 
Mis, ro the number of ren thouſand, were ro meer a- 
bour their men, which were taken away at Shaft+bury,and-: 
at their inrendment was to ſecure themſelves from. 

To rhe firſt, Irod'them, chat although no ac- | 
bunt was due ro chem, yet I knew rhe men were taken by

| For the other, I aſſured them, that ic was your grek

ſent a Forlorne of about fifry horſe, who coming very 
civilly to chem, they fired upon them, and chey deſiring 
ſome of them to come to me, were refuſe 4 with diſdain, 
They were drawn into ore of tFe o!d Camps, uponave- 
ry high hill: Iſent one Mr, Zeeto them to ceittfie the 
peaceablenefle of my intentions, ard to deſite them 10 

aceableneſſe, and ro ſubmit to. the Parltamenr, they 
refuſed, and fired atus; Iſfenthim-a ſecond time to let 
rhem know, that if they would lay down their Armes, ff 
no-wrong ſhould be done them, they ſtill {through the 
animation of their Leaders, and eſpecially rwo vile Mi 
niſters) refuſed ; I commanded your Captain Lieutenant 
to draw up tothem, to bein readinefle to charge, anditf = 
upon his falling on they would lay down Armes, roac- 
cept them, .and ſpare them; when he came reer, they e- 
tuted:his offer, and ler flic at him, killed abour two of his 
men

Fixes his men, and uſed them moſt 
barbarouſly,bragging they hoped ro ſee my Lord Hoptos, 
that he is ro com'nand. them, they expeRed from. Walgs 

reat ſtore, and gave out they meant ro raile the Siege at 
Sherb: n, when they wereall met. We have gotten goad 
ſtOre of their. Armes,and they carried few or none home. 
We Quarter about ten miles off, and purpoſe co draw 
our Quarters necr to you to morrow, *
